execution in Pennsylvania in seven 
weeks.

C arey 
w rote a letter before being taken 
from his cell to the death cham ber.

Hom eyer was convicted of the 
m urder of his sixth wife.

H er dism em bered body w as found 
buried in the cellar of their home 
in Factoryville. Wyoming County. 
He left the state and w as appre­ 
hended later in California. Curious 
neighbors reported their fears to 
police who searched the house and 
discovered the buried body. 
H om eyer lost a sanity plea p re­ 
sented by his attorney who claim ed 
his client was an extrem e psyco- 
path when he killed his wife in 
M arch, 1950. 
Both men protested their Inno­ 
cence to the end. Hom eyer claim ed 
he found his wife dead and cut up 
her body In a panic. He told prison 
guards several tim es he would p re­ 
fer death to life im prisonm ent. 
Charges Prejudice 
Carey appealed for a w rit of 
habeas corpus on 
grounds that 
there was prejudice In his original 
trial. The appeal was denied In 
U. S. D istrict Court at Philadel­ 
phia. 
Three appeals to the State Su­ 
prem e Court on C arey’s behalf 
were also denied. 
Carey was convicted of the fatal 
shooting of Thom as Mathews, in 
1949 in a wooded area near Rydal, 
M ontgomery County. Mathews was 
checking a reported robbery and 
was shot while chasing Carey near 
the scene of the theft.

O ld-tim e gardeners tau g h t th a t 
th e deeper the soil was Lured in 
cultivation, the better it was for 
the 
plants. 
M any 
m odem s 
take 
excatly the opposite view and say 
th a t any 
stirring 
of the soil 
is 
harm ful 
to 
near-by 
growing 
plants. 
It 
is 
difficult 
to 
persuade 
an 
experienced 
gardener 
th a t 
his 
plant* are not benefitted by stir­ 
ring 
the 
soil 
surface, 
however: 
Rnd even extem ists concede th a t 
It kills weeds. It also breaks the 
crust on the soil surface, and a l­ 
lows both air and w ater to enter. 
But there is no need to stir the 
soil deeper th an an inch for these 
purposes. 
T he m uscular effort required to

w inter. Of course, housew ives find 
num erous tasty roles for peppers 
in stews, roasts, and various pickle 
dishes. 
Throughout the South consider­ 
able em phasis is placed on grow­ 
ing 
“ h o t'' peppers in preference 
to the sw eet varieties. However, 
the hot types are so pungent th at 
not nearly as m any of them can 
be eaten as w arran ted from a nu­ 
tritional standpoint. 
In term s of 
health it is the sweet pepper th a t 
calls for gardening em phasis. 
To grow 
sw eet 
peppers 
from 
seed requires 
sta rtin g 
them 
in 
window' boxes or a m ild hotbed | 
in late F eb ru ary or early M arch 
and moving the tiny plant* to in ­ 
dividual pots or bands as soon as 
two leaves open. In a sunny, snug 
coldfram e 
they 
should

kept 
growing steadily until tra n sp la n t­ 
ing tim e after the m iddle of May. 
The m ajor aim is to develop well j 
rounded, 
bushy 
types 
of 
plants 
and to 
avoid 
tall, 
woody 
speci­ 
mens. 
Give 
peppers 
a 
funny, 
well 
drained site in the garden w here 
the soil ia m ellow, well drained 
and fertile If there is a tendency 
tow ard heaviness, well rotted com ­ 
post should be worked through the 
lower or rooting stratu m to light­ 
en it. Some sand or sandy loam 
m ay be added in extrem e cases 
The im portance of having planty j 
of organic m a tte r in the soil is 
seen in the long growing season 
and the necessity of m aintaining 
adequate soil 
m oisture 
all su m ­ 
m er It will be advisable for g ar­ 
deners to mulch at least part of their 
pepper plants to test this m oisture- 
conserving p ractice. 
Well rotted m anure or com post 
turned under deeply and a 4-12-4 
or 5-10-5 fertilizer broadcast and 
worked into the soil are beneficial 
Tf grow th is slow any tim e after 
transplanting and before the first 
blooms 
appear, 
side 
dress 
the 
plants with n itra te of soda at the 
rate of one pound to 50 to 65 plants. 
This should be worked lightly into 
the surrounding soil 2 to 5 inches 
from the base 
If peppers are grown in clean 
soils every y ear and not in soils 


w here potatoes or tom atoes have 
rec ln tly grown, few ill* will b? 
encountered. Too, all the regime 
should be burned before uinte: 
Spraying the plants every ten d«v 
before bloom s appear, using 4-4-50 
Bordeaux m ixture, is a wise form 
of insurance.
